“Mr, Stevenson seems to as- 
sume that that ally can be ig- 
nored and rebuffed,” Dulles told 
a press conference in a prepared 
statement. 


Dulles sharply rejected Stev- | 


ensons contention, in a speech 
Stevenson broadcast to the na- 
tion last. night, that America’s 
Formosa policy is based “more 
on considerations of domestic 
political expediency than foreign | 
realities.” 

Dulles denied domestic poli- | 
tics played any part in United 
States policy toward Formosa. 
He said the policy is based en- 
tirely on his and President 
Eisenhower’s judgment of the 
Far East situation.

railroad yards. 

James W. Follin, urban re- 
néwal commissioner of the Hous- 
ing and Home Finance Agency | 
in Washington, notified the St. 
Louis Land Clearanee for Rede- 
velopment Authority that the 
money, a long-term loan, was 
being placed in a drawing ac- 
count’ to be used as needed? 

At the same time, he an- 
nounced that the federal agency | 
has earmarked $18 413,566 as a | 
capital grant reservation for the 
project. This is the first step 
toward underwriting two-thirds | 
of the cost of clearing the area 
and selling it at reduced price | 
to private redevelopers, a fed- 
eral contribution that would be 
called for when. all the neces- 
sary plans were completed and 
ja city was —, to pay its | 
— share. — 

Room for Expansion. 
Redevelopment of the sprawl- 
ing Mill Creek Valley area will 
clear large tracts to provide 
room for industrial and business 
expansion inside the city. Erec- 
tion of buildings for St. Louis | 
University as well as apartments 

may be included. 

The surveys to be financed by 
the federal loan will be conduct- 

ed by the City Plan Commission 
and other municipal. agencies, 
with private engineering firms | 
assisting in some phases. 

Redevelopment of Mill Creek 
Valley is visualized as a five- 
'year undertaking—two years for 
detailed studies required by law, 
and three years for land ac- 
quisition, demolition .and con- 
struction. It is designated as the 
city’s second urban redevelop- 
ment project, the first being the 
impending rehabilitation of eight 
and one-half blocks in the Plaza 
area with a private housing

TELLS OF RUSSIAN: 
| URANIUM MINING 
IN CZECH PITS 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., 
April 11 (INS)—Russia was re- 
ported today to be taking 60 
trainloads of uranium ore each 
week from slave-operated pits in 
Czechoslovakia. 

Josef Kubacka, 28-year-old 
Czech, told of the operation in 
an affidavit to United States 
authorities’ in West Germany, 
which was submitted to the 
United..Nations. ~ The account, 
which covers Kubacka’s impris- 
onment as a slave laborer in the 
Joachmisthaler uranium district 
from August 1941 until his es- 
cape on July 7, 1954, was one 
of a dozen affidavits by refugees 
from Czechoslovakia, Poland, Al- 
bania and Hungary on forced 
labor operations. 

Tortures, he said, included 
solitary confinement in dark, 
narrow dungeons, starvation and 
beatings, The camps are run un- 
der the Communist state secret 
police. Kubacka said Russians 
have displaced inspectors and 
other Czech experts, although 
their technical attainments are 
small,

NEW YORK, April 12 (AP)—

Corsi denied immediately aft- 
er the Dulles press conference 
that he ever had said he was 
not jnterested in or not quali- 
fied for administrative work. 

“That is just an outright lie,” 
Corsi told the Post-Dispatch. “I 
am terribly shocked that a Sec- 


man like Mr. Dulles would say 
such a thing.” 

Summarizing his long career 
as an administrator, Corsi’ re-. 
| called that, as director of emer- 
gency relief for the state of 
New York during the depres- 
sion, he directed the work of 
18,000 emplevyes and the spend- 
ing of $30,000,000 a month— 
“more than Mr. Dulles’s depart- 
ment spends.” 

“I’ve done nothing but ad- 
ministration all my life,” he 
said. : 

Another Disagreement. 

The two men today disagreed 
alse about what Dulles said in 
a conversation they had Friday, 
when Dulles offered Corsi the 
substitute job. 

“Mr. Dulles told me he was 
dismissing me because he had 
to maintain good relations with 
Congress,” Corsi said. “He said 
it would endanger the depart- 
ment’s bills with reference to 
the refugee program if I stayed 
in the position.” 

At the press conference, when 
a reporter quoted a similar 
statement by Corsi, Dulles said |~ 
it did not “correctly reflect what 
I said.”

FOR AMERICANS IS 
AIM OF GROWERS 


SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico, April 
12 (UP) — Delegates from 14 
Latin American coffee-producing 
nations were urged yesterday to 
conduct a promotional drive too 
boost lagging coffee consump- 
tion in the United States and 
Canada. 

Horacio Cintra Leite, president 
of the Pan-American Coffee Bu- 
reau, in a speech to the eighth 
conference of the Coffee Fed- 
eration of Central America and 
Mexico, said “there are many 
causes for the United States 
coffee consumption decline.” He 
said one of them was that Amer- 
icans drink their coffee too 
weak. 

He cited United States Gov- 
ernment statistics to show that 
green coffee imports decreased 
12 to 15 per cent in 1954 and 
per capita consumption by 
American coffee drinkers de- 
creased 13.5 per cent. 

One remedy is available, “he 
declared — “the Pan-American 
Coffee Bureau must have the 
‘financial means «to educate 
United States citizens to drink 
more and stronger coffee.”

Health Officers Target Date. 


However, Dr. Elizabeth K. 
Gay, chief of the communicabie 
disease control section: of the 
City Health Division, said there 
was no indication when the vac- 
cine would arrive here. It was 
understood that most health au- 
thorities were shooting at April 
25 as a target date for starting 
inoculations. 

In the city, parents of 22,063 
pupils have requested that their 
children be inoculated, out of a 
total of 29,666 eligible in the 
two grades in public, private 
and parochial schools, the health 
division reported. 

In the county, about 22,200 
first- and second-grade pupils in 
public, private and parochial 
schools will be inoculated, out 
of about 26,400 eligible children, 
a spokesman for the County 
Health Department said.

LONDON, April 12 (UP) —

A Peiping broadcast of the 
Communist New China News 
Agency said the Red Chinese 
Government formally asked the 
British charge d'affaires in Pei- 
ping Sunday to guard against 
the “plot.” 

Yesterday's crash of an Air 
India Constellation carrying 
eight Red Chinese to the con- 
ference “completely justifies the 
warning of the People’s Repub- 
lic of China,” ‘the broadcast 
said. 

The Constellation Kashmir 
Princess “exploded and caught 
fire” before crashing into the 
sea, the broadcast said. 

Before departure of the plane 
from Hong Kong, the broadcast 
said, “the Government of the 
Peoples Republic of China had 
learned that secret agent or- 
ganizations of the United States 
and the Chiang Kai-shek bri- 
gands were actively working to 
wreck the Indian planes char- 
tered by the Chinese delega- 
tion. | 

The Chinese aboard the 
crashed plane were minor of- 
ficials, none of whose names was 
well known to the West. 

The broadcast said the action 
was taken so as to carry out the 
plot to murder the members of 
the Chinese delegation headed 
by Premier Chou and to sabo- 
tage the Asian-African confer- 
ence.

WASHINGTON, April 12 (AP) 
—The Atomic Effergy Commis- 
sion announced today the regu- 
lations under which it will li- 
cense utilities and other private 
firms to use nuclear materials 
for peaceful purposes. 

This is one of the key steps 
designed to pave the way for 
expanded development and use 
of the atom in industry, medical 
treatment and other peaceful 
pursuits. 


Contracts or licenses are nec- 
essary because under the law 
the Government makes all of 
the nuclear fuels in its own 
plants and retains ownership 
even when they are used by pri- 
vate groups. 

The AEC said these are the 
key provisions in the regula- 
tions: 

“1. The applicant must be 
a reliable person, qualified 
through training and experi- 
ence to use. the matesial 
safely.” 

2. “The applicant's equip- 
ment and facilities must be 


| adequate to protect health 


and minimize danger to life 
or property.” 

3. “The use to which ma- 
teria] is to be put must be 
authorized by the Atomic 
Energy Act.” The authorized 
uses include power develop- 
ment, medical therapy and 
other peacetime purposes.” 

4. “The licensee must keep 
records of special nuclear ma- 
terial received, on hand and 
transferred, but the regulation 
does not prescribe detailed ac- 
counting procedures nor the 
type of physical protection to 
be given the material.” 

5. “Licenses for special nu- 
clear material to be used in 
reactors will contain provi- 
sions allocating the amount. 
... estimated to be necessary 
for operation of the reactor 
during the period for which 
it is licensed. Similar long- 
term allocation may be in- 
cluded: in the licenses for 
other uses if needed by the 
applicant.”

The poliomyelitis vaccine eval- 
uation center was established at 
the University of Michigan for 
the purpose of impartially col- 
lating and analyzing data col- 
lected through the combined ef- 


forts of many thousands of 
health department workers, 
practicing physicians, physical 
therapists and laboratory people 
scattered through the 211 par- 
ticipating study areas in 44 
states. 

The study design was dic- 
tated by both scientific and 
practical considerations, neces- 
sary in a project of such scope 
and dependent on the good will 
and abilities of so many people 
of varying capacity. They in- 
volved the organization and 
execution of the vaccination 
clinic program, the maintenance 
of detailed and accurate records, 
as well as the thorough investi- 
gation, according to a detailed 
plan, of each reported case of 
poliomyelitis in the area. 

Originally, it was deemed im- 
practical to establish a strict 
placebo control experiment, with 
the complex administrative prob- 
lem of giving three injections 
in sequence to each child, with- 
out knowing the nature of the 
material being used. Thus, all 
states were invited to partici- 
pate on the basis of administer- 
ing vaccine to volunteers in the 
second grade of school.

Obviously it was essential that 
non-vaccinated children be 
studied with the same degree of 
care as the vaccinated so that 
the discovery and diagnosis of 
cases of poliomyelitis in test 
and control groups would be 
strictly comparable. In order to 
achieve such an impartial com- 
parison it was essential to in- 
troduce a so-called placebo con- 
trol study inte the existing plan. 
This type of study was carried 
out in 84 areas of 11 states 
signifying the interest in doing 
so. In 127 areas of 33 states the 
original, or observed control, 
study was carried out. The spe- 
cific study areas were selected 
because of their consistently 
high poliomyelitis incidence dur- 
ing the past five years. 

The tremendous clinic pro- 
gram was accomplished accord- 
ing to plan during April, May 
and. June. 

In placebo control areas the 
study population (first, second 
and third grade) included 749,- 
236 children: 455,474 (or 60.8 
per cent) requested participa- 
tion; 200,745 (26.8 per cent) re- 
ceived three injections of vac- 
cine, and 201,229 (26.9 per cent) 
three injections of placebo, an 
identical material which, how- 
ever, contained no poliomyelitis 
virus or monkey kidney protein. 

In observed control areas the 
study population totaled 1,080,- 
680 children. In the first three 
grades; 221,998 second grade 
children (20.5 per cent of the 
total) received three doses of 
vaccine. 

The first problem of evalua- 
tion was that of collecting and 
verifying basic information on 
each of the 1,829,996 children in 
the study population. These 
data, which included the name, 
address, age, sex, history of 
polio or other crippling condi- 
tions, participation status and 
dates of vaccination, if any, for 
each child, were transferred to 
punch cards, and tables describ- 
ing the population were pre- 
pared which would serve as the 
denominators over which the 
discovered cases of polio would 
be placed for the determination 
of polio attack rates in vacci- 
nated vs. control and in other 
segments of the population. 

During December 1954,,an in- 
terview survey was conducted on 
1100 study families in 10 states 
in order to gain more insight 
into the differences existing be- 
tween participants and non-par- 
ticipants. This demonstrated 
differences in income level, 
community activity, health con- 
veniences, education level, etc., 
which in turn assisted the cen- 
ter in deciding what control 
population would be most use- 
ful, in the observed control 
areas. 

Safety Assessed. 

The question of safety of the 
vaccine was assessed through 
specific studies of the cause and 


extent of absenteeism from

N.Y. The experience was iden-| 
__A further refinement in analy- | 


tical in vaccinated and control 
subjects and no significant reac- 
tions were observed. 

From records obtained dur- 
ing the clinic program, the fol- 
lowing distribution of minor 
reactions was observed: Placeba 
control areas—931 reactions or 
0.4 per cent in vaccinated and 
939 or 0.4 per cent in those 
receiving placebo. Of the so- 
called “major” reactions, none 
of which could be clearly at- 
tributed to inoculation, 9 or 
0.004 per cent occurred in vac- 
cinated and 13 or 0.006 per cent 
in the placebo control. These 
findings, plus other data re- 
ferred to in the text, fail to im- 
plicate the vaccine as a sig-

nificant cause of untoward reac- 
tions. 

Also bearing on the question 
of safety is the review of 129 
cases occurring up to the first 
month after inoculation here 
again. There is no evidence im- 
plicating vaccine as a source of 
infection. Furthermore, study 
of the location of the paralysis 
failed to demonstrate any local- 
ization of involvement to the 
left arm, where all injections 
were given. 

For the purpose of measuring 
the antigenic potency of the va- 
rious lots of vaccine used, blood 
samples were collected prior to 
vaccination, two weeks after the 
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third clinic and again five 
months later from 40,881 chil- 
dren. Results from the study of 
sera from 9000 of these are now 
available for analysis and served 
as the basis for classifying lots 
of vaccine into good, moderate, 
low moderate, and poor cate- 
gories. 

There was wide variation in 
the response to various lots, as 
used under field conditions. In 
general, the response to Type I 


for Types II arf@ III. 

Data from the study of the 
third bleeding are less complete 
but indicate some persistence of 
antibodies four to five months 
after completion of the series of 
vaccinations. Some decline in 
antibody titer was observed, par- 
ticularly in those children vac- 
cinated with so-called poor lots; 
however, the levels in vaccinated 
children persisted in being dis- 
tinctly higher than in the associ- 
ated control children. 

Several Reports. 

The second problem in evalu- 
ation was concerned with the 
discovery and investigation of 
all cases of poliomyelitis or sus- 
pected poliomyelitis in the study 
population. The various steps in 
the investigation are discussed 
at length in the report, but con- 
sisted essentially of the initial 
case report, clinical epidemi- 
ological report, muscle evalu- 
ation by one of 67 specially 
trained physical therapists 10-20 
days and 50-70 days after onset 
of illness, the review of these 
findings by clinical experts, and 
the laboratory study of stool and 
blood samples from the’ patient 
for the isolation of poliomyelitis 
or other virus and the search 
for poliomyelitis antibodies. 

An important phase to all the 
above studies and applying par- 
ticularly to the work of the 
laboratories was the attempt to 
standardize the procedures used 
in all areas, so that the findings 
would be directly comparable in 
all segments of the study. Final- 
ly, rigid criteria were established 
for reaching the final diagnosis. 
Each study case was finally 
classified before the vaccination 
status was revealed, thus assur- 
ing unbiased interpretation of 


all data. 
RESULTS 

The comparison of the polio- 
myelitis attack rate in vaccinated 
and control populations is pre- 
sented through a sequence of 
steps, each one attempting to 
purify further the diagnosis. A 
total of 1013 cases was reported 
in the gtudy population with on- 
set during the period two Weeks | 
after the third vaccination clinic 
to Dec. 31, 1954. These are 
classified -in placebo -control 
areas as follows: 67.5 per cent 
paralytic, 17.6 per cent non-para- 
|lytic, 7.2 per cent doubtful, 7.6 
per cent not polio. 

As a first step, the total re- 
ported cases, total cases consid- 
ered to be polio, total non-para- 
lytic and total paralytic in both 
areas were examined. Through 
these stages of purification there 
is a progressive increase in the 
'percentage of effectiveness dis- 
played. No significant difference 
| was detected in the rates of non- 
paralytic poliomyelitis in test and 
control groups. However, when 
these cases and those called not 
polio are removed, so that only 
paralytic cases remain, an esti- 
mate of 75 per cent of effective- 
ness is obtained in the placebo 
areas, and 62 per cent in the 
observed areas. 

Next more detailed attention 
was given to the effect of vac- 
cine with respect to clinical type 
and extent of paralysis. The 
most striking effect was observed 
in bulbospinal disease, perhaps 
because this characteristic clin- 
ical pattern is so readily differ- 
entiated as being truly polio- 
myelitis. In this group, the esti- 
mate of effectiveness in placebo 
control areas was 94 per cent 
with a lower limit of 81 per cent. 
The effect noted in spinal para- 
‘lytie polio was less striking, 60 
per cent with a lower limit of 
39 per cent. In observed con- 
‘trol areas, these differences 
‘were even less pronounced -Dut 
still highly significant.

II (significant at .05 level), and 
92 per cent against Type III. 
This clearly agrees with the 
previous demonstrations that 
most ldts of vaccine were tess 
antigenic against Type 1 than 
against the other two types. In 
addition, the effectiveness of 
different lots of vaccine varied 
considerably es measured by the 
concurrence of poliomyelitis. 

From these data it is not pos- 
sible to select a single value 
giving numerical expression in 
a complete sense to the effec- 
tiveness of vaccine as a total 
experience. If the results from 
the observed study areas are 
employed, the vaccine could be 
considered to have been 60-80 
per cent effective against para- 
lytic poliomyelitis, 60 per cent 
against Type I poliomyelitis, and 
70 to 80 per cent effective 
against disease caused by Types 
II and III. There is, however, 
greater confidence in the results 
obtained from the strictly con- 
trolled and almost identical test 
populations of the placebo study 
areas. 


On this basis it may be sug- 
gested that vaccination was 80-90 
per cent effective against para- 
lytic poliomyelitis; that it was 
60 to 70 per cent effective 
against disease caused by Type 
I virus and 90 per cent or more 
effective against that of Type II 
and Type III virus. The estimate 
would be more secure had larger 
number of cases been available. 


.OTHER STUDIES. 


Several supplemental analyses 
are presented in the body of the 
report, which have bearing on 
evaluation and are mentioned 
briefly here. 

(1) The effectiveness of vac- 
cine in preventing cases of polio- 
myelitis classified by extent of 
paralysis on the basis of the 
first muscle examination was 
compared with that, based on 
the second muscle examination, 
which in essence, measured the 
extent of residual paralysis. This 
later group demonstrated a 
much more striking preventive 
effect, which becomes more dis- 
tinct as the severity of the dis- 
ease increases. 


(2) Study of the polio attack 
rate by individual years of age 
in test and control groups serves 
to confirm the other~observa- 
tions on effectiveness, although 
in placebo contro] areas the dif- 
ference seen in 6-year-old chil- 
dren was not statistically signifi- 
cant. There appears to be a 
progressive increase in effect as 
age increases, based on the 
limited -date and narrow age 
span. included in this«study. 

(3) The poliomyelitis experi- 
ente in the study areas of Mas- 
sachusetts and central New York 
state is subpected to detailed 
analysis since the reported dis- 
ease in these areas was ex- 
tremely mild and doubt exists 
as to whether many of* the ill- 
nesses are due to poliomyelitis.

Of Vaccine No Simple: Matter

ANN ARBOR, Mich., April 12 
(UP)— Polio is not a _ simple 
disease. For that reason the 
evaluation of the salk anti-polio 
vaccine could not be a simple, 
open-or-shut matter. 


It is a rare disease, despite 
the annual polio “scares” and 
despite all the publicity it has 
had. The chance of any one in- 
dividual getting polio in a recog- 
nizable form is exceedingly 
slight. 


But, paradoxically, the three 
virus types which cause . the 
disease get around quite freely. 
Scientists believe that probably 
most people have had one or 
more of the three viruses in them 
and did not know it. 


Antibodies and Immunity. 


Nevertheless, all these people 
are protected against any furth- 
er invasions by whatever type of 
polio virus got in them in the 
first place. The original invasion 
stimulated their blood chemistry 
into producing tiny particles 
called antibodies. These anti- 
bodies killed off the original in- 
vaders and they stay around to 
take care of any newcomers. 


This is “natural” immunity. 


tural immunity in polio is comp- 
licated by two things—(1) to be 
‘immune to one of the three types 
of polio viruses is not to be im- 
mune to the other two; and (2) 
most of the people who have 
been made naturally immune to 
one or more types, do not know 
that they are immune. 

| It becomes plain, therefore, 
why evaluation of any anti-polio 
vaccine has to be complicated. 
For one thing, you might vacci- 
nate a person who already was 
immune. If ,ou did that, the 
vaccination. was. superflous. For 
another thing, the disease is so 
‘rare you could not be sure that 
‘any one vaccinated person (or 
‘any hundred or thousand or ten 
‘thousand persons, for that mat- 
ter) would encounter a potently 
paralyzing virus. 


| Vaccine Made of Dead Virus. 


Yet if there was no demon- 
strable “challenge,” t:-ere could 
be no test results which would 
be accepted without question by 
physicians and other scientists. 
To complicate the business even 
more, the Salk anti-polio vac- 
cine had two strikes against it, 
in the minds of many scientists, 
because it is made with “killed” 
viruses. 

Natural immunity always {fs 
bestowed by “live” ° viruses — 
\viruses capable of causing the 
‘disease. Salk’s “killed” viruses 
‘could not possibly cause the 
disease. Therefore, the skeptics 
among the scientists reasoned, 
‘the vaccine could not stimulate 
‘the body into producing enough 


It is why the victims of most 
7 N UR F[) intectious diseases never have a 
, disease a second time. But na- 


lasting’ antibodies to ward off 
live, diseasé-causing viruses. 
Dr. Jonas E. Salk demonstrat- 
ed that monkeys immunized with 
his “killed” viruses were entire- 
‘ly immune ‘to injected “live” 
|viruses. He showed that in some 
'8000 persons, vaccinations with 
‘his vaccine gave them high 
levels of antibodies if they had 
had none and boosted thel evel 
| if they already had antibodies. 


| Impressive as these results 
were, they were not acceptable 
to scientists generally—and for 
a very good reason, 
Ibe »roduced in the laboratory 
and how viruses behave under 
“controlled” laboratory condi- 
tions, do not necessarily even 
approximate what goes on in 
nature and how viruses behave 
under natural conditions. 
Complete Proof Needed, 


Now, you have a vaccine of 
“killed” viruses which seems 
capable of creating nough last- 
ing antibodies to stop all three 
types cf polio viruses before 
they can multiply and paralyze 
or kill, This vaccine may wipe 
out paralytic polio. So you want 


lieve in it. You want every 
parent to want his child vac- 
cinated, In short, you want to 
prove its worth beyond even a 
slight doubt. 


That was the position of Basil 
O’Connor, president of the Na- 
tional Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis, who has devoted al- 
most 20 years to a crusade 
against the disease. There was 
only one way to do it—to or- 
ganize a mass testing followed 
by a precise, scientific evalua- 
tion. 

Last spring 460,000 children 
were vaccinated. With such a 
large number, some were bound 
to be “challenged” by live vi- 
ruses under natural conditions.

Deceptive Disease. 


In addition, every child, 
whether, vaccinated or a “con- 
trol,” who came down with what 
seemed ,to be polio, Was minute- 
ly examined to make sure that 
he had polio because, in truth, 
even the keenest doctor can 
sometimes mistake other ail- 
ments for polio—it is tricky and 
deceptive. 

Not one of these ways of test- 
_ing necessarily would produce a 
conclusive answer. But all of 
them taken together, should. 
That is why there had to be an 
“evaluation center” where the 
results from all of them could 
be collected, put together, com- 
| pared with one another, and the 
|group of answers added up into 
\the big answer as to whether 
the vaccine had been effective 
| under natural conditions — and 
how effective.

The vaccine protected well 
against outbreaks of polio with- 
in families, the report said.

Clark, president of The Citadel. 

Byrnes in Audience. 

In the audience was James F. 
Byrnes, former Governor of 
South Carolina who also has held 
several top positions in the Fed- 
eral Government. Byrnes, a 
Democrat, supported Eisenhower 
for the presidency in 1952. 

It was Eisenhower's first visit 
to South Carolina since 1952 and 
was Byrnes greeted each 

her heartily. 

The citation Clark handed 
Mr. Eisenhower said in part: 
“As President of the United 
States of America, he is leading 
our nation through these peril- | 
ous years of cold war with the 
same humility, valor and wisdom 
which have won for him the re- 
spect of the world and the love | 
of his fellow Americans.” 


The President flew here from | 


Washington en route to Augusta, 
Ga., for a week of golf and rest | 
combined with work. (His plane 
landed at Augusta at 12:56 p.m.) 

A 2l-gun salute greeted Mr. 
Eisenhower at The Citade lcam- 
pus, where the corps of cadets 
was drawn up on.the parade 
ground as he stepped from his 
car after a 10-mile drive ‘from 
the airport. Crowds turned out 
all along the way to call a wel- 


come. 
Nostalgic Note. 

Mr. Eisenhower's brief, 
formal address had a nostalgic 
note about it. He recalled with 
a smile how 40 years ago he Was 
graduated from West Point, and 
how the eadets used to resent 
the visit of “VIPs’—very im- 
portant persons—whose presence 
usually meant the loss of time 
which otherwise would be free 
for use by the students as they 
pleased. 

Turning serious, the President 
told the graduating class: 

“What I want to say to you is, 
the scope of understanding you 
must achieve if you are now to 
do the task, far transcends what 
your illustrious commandant... 
and I understood when we were 
waiting on the phate at West 
Point . 

“Today a man to do his duty 
in the military services must 
study first of all humanity, what 
makes humans tick. Not only as 
regards your own companies, to 
be for them the leader and the 
model, but since you must be 
one of the principal apostles of 
peace, you must try to undér- 
stand other people. 

“You must try to understand 
the heart of America and how 
to translate: that heart to other 
peoples.” 


6 COMMISSIONERS OF STATE 
SUPREME COURT RENAMED 


Bpecial to the Post-Dispate Dispat 

JEFFERSON CITY, April 12 
~—aAll six commissioners of the 
Missouri supreme court, three 
Democrats and three Repub- 
licans, were reappointed by the 
judges of the court yesterday 
afternoon for four-year terms, 
ending April 12, 1959. The cur- 
rent four-year terms of the com- 
missioners end today. 

The six commissioners are 
Paul W. Barrett (Rep.), Spring- 
field; Paul Van Osdol (Rep.), 
Bucklin; Alden Stockard (Rep.), 
Jefferson City; Walter H. 
Bohling (Dem.), Sedalia; Cullen 
Coil (Dem.), St. Louis, and 
Lawrence Holman  (Dem.), 
Moberly. The commissioners 
perform virtually all of the 
duties of supreme court judges, 
except they do not have a vote 
on the adoption of opinions. 
They sit in the hearing of ap- 
peals only in the two divisions 
of the supreme court, and not 
in sessions of court en banc. 

Salary of the commissioners 
is $17,500 a year, the same as 
for the judges. The commission 
originally was created By the 
legislature in 1911 to aid the 
court in catching up with its 
docket of appeals, and in han- 
dling an increase in appellate 
litigation. Life of the commis- 
sion’ has been extended by legis- 
lative act every four years. 


DENIES FRAUD IN $3,164,458

MEMPHIS, Tenn. April 12 
(AP) — Commodity ” Speculator

An Appeal to Reason 


Adlai E. Stevenson's address is a thoughtful, 
clear, elevated discussion of the hard dilemma 
that the United States faces in the Far East. 
This is not to say that Mr: Stevenson’s address 
does not have its political side. The former IIli- 
nois Governor carried the Democratic party ban- 
ner in 1952. That alone [fends some political 
color to almost, éverything he says. 

But after full allowance is made for this fact 
of political relatianship, the Stevenson address 
remains. an earnest—some doubtless will say 
brillidnt—analysis of what to do about the off- 
shore islands of Quemoy and Matsu and how to 
proceed generally in world affairs. 

Outstanding tn Mr. Stevenson’s presentation 
of the Far Eastern problem is his recognition 
of constitutional responsibility of the President 
to make the final decision. As he reminds the 
country: Mr. Eisenhower “asked for and got 
from Congress the sole responsibility for making 
this decision” in the Far East. 

It is not that this recognition is remarkable 
in Mr. Stevenson; he knows enough about the 
power and responsibility of the executive to 
understand this fully. What is notable about 
this part of the address is that Mr. Stevenson's 
position is in such contrast to that of the Know- 
lands, Bridgeses, Jenners, McCarthys and Wel- 
kers who, though voting for the Formosa reso- 
lution, oppose the President's cautious course. 

. * * 


Mr. Stevenson also properly gives the Eisen- 
hower Administration more credit for gains on 
the international Scene than the anti-Eisenhower 
wing of the Republican party has been willing 
to bestow on its- own President. 

Having done this, Mr. Stevenson goes on to 
present a potentially hopeful program for extri- 
cating the United States from the predicament 
in which we now find ourselves in the Strait of 
Formosa. He comes very close to saying that 
the islands that are as close to the Chinese main- 
land as Staten Island is. to New York should 
be evacuated to improve not only the position’ of 
the United States but also that of Chiang Kai- 
shek’s refugee Nationalist forces. 

Mr. Stevenson does this bv differentiating 
sharply between’ Formosa, where we have a 
right to be, and the offshore islands, which we 
have neither the historical nor legal right to 
occupy. The basic question is the one he puts: 
Whether it is defensible to risk World War III 
for these Chinese islands, particularly when we 
would find ourselves without allies if war came 
over such a pretext. 

On the matter of allies, Mr. Stevenson drives 
Allies may be, as he says, 
“irritating,” but we need them. We need them 
because, among other reasons, we have only 6 
per cent of the world's population; because allies 
are the source of indispensable materials; be- 
cause their territories provide us with air bases. 

But we need them above all, as he says, be- 
cause of “the weight of moral opinion” which 
“can be more penetrating than bullets, more 
durable than steel.” And to support this reliance 
on something greater than arms, he quotes no 
less g@ soldier than Napoleon: “In war, moral con- 
siderations are three quarters of the battle.”

Mr. Stevenson performs a particular service 
in calling for a renunciation of “go-it-aloneism” 
and in delineating the failures of the sloganeer- 


ing method of bluff and bluster that has charac- - 


terized too much of Secretary of State Dulles’s 
conduct of foreign policy. He is also sound when 
he emphasizes the potential for the United States 
and the free world in the Point IV program of 
economic and technical assistance for the peoples 
of Southeast Asia and elsewhere whom we still 


_-hope to save from falling to Communism. 


But most hopeful of all are his specific pro- 


posals, first, that the United States and its allies . 
in Europe and Asia submit a resolution to the | 


U.N. General Assembly calling for a condemna- 
tion of the use of force in altering the status of 
Formosa, and, second, that the U.N. seek a 
formula for the future of Formosa, “consistent 
with the wishes of its people, with international 
law and with world security.” And we see no 
objection in attempting, as Mr. Stevenson sug- 
gests, to recruit Russian participation in this 
effort to restrain the Chinese Communists in 
their dangerous course. 

One immediate result, we hope, will be to 
recognize the need for correcting the distorted 
impression that is growing overseas as to the 
true character of the American people. For as 
Adlai Stevenson says, we seek only “a chance 
for all to live and let live,” we are “champions 
of peace, not harbingers of war.” 

Mr. Stevenson's address came from the po- 
litical opposition, but his is the kind of loyal 
opposition that a democracy requires.

Prosecutor Scared by Red Hunters 

Some day,a writer on American justice ca. 
1950-1955) may want to devote a foot-note to the 
Lorwin-Gallagher affair. So we sketch it for him: 

Val R. Lorwin, former State Department econ- 
omist, was charged with falsely asserting that he 
had never*been a Communist. When Mr. Lorwin 
fought back, Attorney General Brownell dropped 
the case and fired William A. Gallagher, the 
Justice Department lawyer who secured the in- 
dictment. Mr. Brownell explained in a lang letter 
to Senator Langer last summer, and on Monday 
the House Appropriations |\Committee made the 
story public. 

Mr. Gallagher had started the case in the 
Truman days and he went right on with it after 
the change in Administrations even though not 
told to do so, said Mr. Brownell. Of course, 
neither was he told to stop. When the indictment 
had to be dropped because it was based on only 
one man’s word, Mr. Gallagher said—according 
to Attorney General Brownell—that he felt it 
better to indict Val Lorwin than to face the Sen- 
ate Red hunters. Men have long looked askance 
at an ambitious prosecutor, but they had better 
be on guard against scared ones, too. 

For a footnote to a footnote: The Lorwin case 
—if case It can be called—was the only one in 
which an indictment was obtained against any 
of Senator McCarthy’s “80 card-carrying Com- 
munists in the State Department.”

Five Against “Old Devil Sea” 

Seldom in this age of the atom, when planes 
span the Atlantic within a day and liners cross 
in five,,do men in a small boat engdge in such 
a fearsome fight against “old devil sea” as did 
the five fishermen who stumbled ashore last 
Sunday on Nova Scotia’s southeastern coast. 

As their schooner sank in a storm they took 
to their small open dory. They bailed and rowéd 
for three days without food or water as they 
exerted all their strength and seamanship to 
avoid being swamped by the towering waves. 
Planes and seagoing ships passed near them. 
One search plane dropped a flare close by, but 
did not see them as they tossed about. Finally, 


‘as they approached the mainland, the waves

quickly pounded to death. There is a thrill for 
the landlubber in visualizing the fight these five 
fishermen made against what looked like inevit- 
able defeat by the force of an Atlantic storm.

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Mr. Corsi Fires Back 

Edward J. Corsi has scornfully tejected the 
offer of a new State Department post, and has 
denounced the way in which the Administra- 
tion’s refugee program has worked out. It will be 
difficult for the Administration to answer on 
either point. 

Secretary of State Dulles fired Mr. Corsi as 
special immigration adviser after Congressman 
Walter of Pennsylvania, co-author of the restric- 
tive Immigration Act, charged that Mr. Corsi 
had belonged to Communist front groups 25 
years ago. This Mr. Corsi, a Republican formerly 
with New York’s Dewey Administration, force- 
fully denied. 

Mr. Dulles promptly offered Mr. Corsi another

W. Hall begged him to take it. Mr. Dulles now 
about-faces from his about-face by asserting that 
Mr. Corsi lacks the administrative ability required 
for State Department work. 3 

As for the refugee program, we have already 
reported the sad way in which it is operating. 
Under the special refugee law, the State Depart- 
ment was supposed to admit 214,000 refugees 


\to, the United States in three years. But in the 


first year only some 13,000 were admitted. That 
means that at least 100,000 ought to be given 
admission this year and another 100,000 next 
year. The record so far allows little conviction 
that this can be done. 

The sudden scuttling of Edward J. Corsi may 
be marked down as a piece of abject timidity in 
the State Department. But unless the refugee 
program is revived from a faint heartbeat, its 
operation will become a black mark for the 
world to see.

The Company Kansas Keeps 

Attorneys for Kansas opened the argument 
for “a minimum of judicial direction” as the 
United States Supreme Court began hearings on 
how to desegregate the public schools. Is it not 
strange to find a state which was born from the 
struggle over slavery now, leading a procession 
of states including Virginia and South Carolina 
before the court? How did Kansas get that way? 

School segregation has not been much of an 
issue in Kansas. A few cities had segregated ele- 
mentary schools, but only Kansas City had legal 
permission to have a Negro high school. One of 
the cities with segregated grammar schools was 
Topeka, and from there the question was taken 
to the Supreme Court. : 

Oddly enough, a year before the court's deci- 
sion banning segregation, the Topeka school 
board voted unanimously in favor of ending 
school segregation in the Kansas capital. But this 
same board also maintained that only Congress 
—and not the courts—had power to outlaw ség- 
regation. The Kansas Attorney General’s office 
took this argument to Washington. 

The official Kansas position is that the state 
is not defending segregation, but state's rights. 
And Kansas is still arguing this point of view al- 
though the Supreme Court’s May decision denied 
the states any “right” to maintain segregation, 
and although school segregation itself is dying 
fast in Kansas: : 

Citizens who associate the Jayhawker state 
with the struggle for human freedom will won- 
der why the Kansas attorneys did not stay home 
this time. Perhaps their arguments before the 
Supreme’ Court are legally consistent, but these 
arguments are thoroughly inconsistent with the 
tradition of the old Free State. That tradition 
was that individual rights came first. 
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Two New Economic Advisers 

The Council of Economic Advisers got off to a 
bad start in the Eisenhower Administration. For 
several months it was dying on the vine for lack 
of funds, Then the President indicated that he 
might abolish it. In the end he decided other- 
wise, but nearly a full year went by before he 
appointed its full membership. 

Responding to Mr. Eisenhower's preference for 
consulting as few advisers as possible, the char- 
acter of the Council has changed. Its chairman, 
Arthur Burns, sees the President once a week, 
but the other two members occupy a distinctly 
secondary status. Originally all three were sup- 
posed to have equal standing. 

Now another disturbing development raises 
new questions about the Council’s future. Both 
Walter W. Stewart, and Neil H. Jacoby have re- 
signed after less than 18 months of service. They 
are being replaced by Raymond J. Saulnier, of 
Barnard College, and Joseph S. Davis, former 
director of the Food Research Institute at Stan- 
ford University. 

Mr. Saulnier is an expert on mortgage finance, 
formerly with the Federal Reserve Board, and 
Mr. Davis is a farm economist whose appoint- 
ment may help to quiet criticism that the Coun- 
cil has neglected agricultural points of view. 
Both may be presumed to be able economists 
and fine appointees. But the fact that it has 
been necessary to replace two of the three ad- 
visers so soon raises the question whether the 
work of the Council is becoming less attractive 
to top-level economists. 

If that were true it would be regrettable in- 
deed, for the Council of Economic Advisers 
ought.to be regarded as one of the most import- 
ant Government agencies. It should be a kind of 
economic general staff charged with responsi- 
bilities every bit as serious as those resting on 
the military chiefs of staff. For the work of plan- 
ning sustained prosperity the President needs 


’ the best minds available, and the Council’should 


be able to attract them to its service.

Regarding an article dealing with 
left-handedness in children, by Dr. Glen 
R. Shepherd, which appeared in your 
paper Sept. 7, 1954, 30 years’ study of 
this question at the University of Min- 
nesota indicates that left-handedness is 
definitely an inherited trait just as is 
right-handedness and therefore should 
not be discouraged by parents as Dr. 
Shepherd suggests. 

Much has been written on this sub- 
ject without the knowledge of scientific 
research and therefore a good deal of 
misinformation is passed on to parents. 

Dr. Gesell of Yale University has 
studied the tonic neck reflex ip infants. 
He has traced back into fetal life a 
basic trend toward the ultimate handed- 
ness of children. 

Children have a preferred tonic-neck- 
reflex and it is indicated as early as the 
twenty-eighth week after conception. 
This obligatory neural response to the 
turning of the head accompanied with 
opposite leg flexing can be and is al- 
tered after birth by environment. 


If there is no interference 34 out of 
every 100 children born would become 
left-handed, 3 per cent ambidexterous 
and the rest right-handed. . 


How ‘Sinister, Dexter’ Crept In 


The right cerebral hemisphere in 
many children possesses a strong motor 
pattern for left-handedness. The sym- 
bolic function of speech, reading and 


writing are also resident on that side, 


whereas in right-handed people the left 
cerebral hemisphere is the dominant 
one. Handedness is one sign of native 
sidedness. Eyedness, earedness and 
footedness, whorls and palm patterns 
are other signs. 


Dr. Wile, who has studied develop- 
mental history of handedness in man, 
records that in prehistoric times there 
were more left-handed than _ right- 
handed people. In the Bronze Age there 
was an equal number of left and right- 
handed people. By means of cultural 
and religious attitudes the pattern for 
left-sidedness became altered and the 
words “sinister” and “dexter” crept into 
our language. ; 


Studies at the /University of Minne- 
sota and elsewhere have shown the de- 
leterious effects of parental interfer- 
ence with handedness change. Reading, 
speaking..and emotional disablements 
have been found to result to a marked 
degree. 

Many of these disabilities can befall 
a child when he, on his own accard, 
makes a shift. Studies have also indi- 
cated no more negativism among left- 
handed than right-handed children. 


No Reason for Apologies 


There appears to be a difference in 
their native personality structure, how- 
evér. The “southpaw” or “pugsu,’” as 
he was formerly called, tends more 
taward introversion. He is highly imag- 
inative, creative and socially sensitive. 
The right-handed child is more outgo- 
ing and extroverted in his responses. 


Indeed, there is no good reason for 
anyone to apologize for left-handedness. 
Much superiority is indicated in base- 
ball, art and portrait-painting by the 
left-hander. 

The great artists were left-handed. 
The champion pool player is left-handed. 
Left-handed golfers are coming into 
their own now, since they no longer 
feel self-conscious about entering tour- 
naments. There are expert trumpet play- 
ers, violinists, archers, bowlers, etc., 
who are left-handed. 

That this is a right-handed world is a 
myth. There are pens, pencil sharpen- 
efs, desks, hockey sticks, golf clubs, 
chairs, scissors, surgical and dental in- 
struments made exclusively for left- 
handers. And believe it or not, the 
writer has in his possession a left- 
handed monkey wrench, It was made 


by a gentleman from Hammond, Ind. 
Just recently a pes ay 4 Meng ear the 
keyboard so as to make a left-handed pi- 
ano. Another southpaw has produced a 
left-handed checkbook. 

No, there is no penalty operationally 
for being normally a left-hander. My 
best advice to parents after 30 years of 
laboratory study on this problem is not 
to, in any way, interfere with nature in 
this regard. 

If your child is in doubt by school 
age as to which hand he should use for 
drawing and writing he ought to be ex- 
amined for “brainedness” by an expert, 
as reading and writing are, like speech, 
symbolic skills and ought to be function- 
ing on the same side of the brain. We 
have retrained many shifted individuals 
back to the left hand (right brain) in 
order to correct serious disorders of the 
nervous system. : 


‘Right of the Left Hand’ 


Most children show amilaterality up 
to 12 months. Later the native brained- 
ness pattern is indicated in hand pref- 
erence. Parents should give the child 
a neutral environment by placing the 
glass of milk and spoon in the middle. 
Objects should be handed to him toward 
the middle ‘of the body and he be al- 
lowed to choose the hand he takes it 
with. No instruction should be given in 
hand shaking, eating, ball throwing o 
drawing. 

Observe faithfully and when once na- 
ture has made a decision as to sided- 
ness, help him be consistent in hand 
usage, for man’s neural system func- 
tions best under strict one-sidedness. 

First-grade teachers should all learn 
how to teach the left-handed child to 
write correctly. Trained in what is 
called the “pull method” with a dexter 
slant, a left-handed child need not ap- 

ear awkward nor resort to mirror writ- 
ng. The teacher should place the paper 
before the child slanting in the oppo- 
site position from that of a right-handed 
child, and teach him a cursive slant. 


Parents Can Aid Nature 


I quote Dr. Ira S. Wile: “Conversion 
from left-handedness to right-handed- 
ness is too commonly practiced and fre- 
quently involves very definite difficul- 
ties which are expressed in forms of 
seemingly trifling, but frequently se- 
vere disorders of behavior.” 


“It is therefore patent that sinistrait .- 


ty is an anatomic compulsion under the 
direction of inherent nervous controls 
and should not be disregarded. The 
rights of minorities should be respected 
and the right of the left hand to nor- 
mal expression should not be denied.”

N a Chicago restaurant near 

Tribune Tower, a handful 

of conspirators meets once 
a week to talk in hoarse whis- 
pers about the cause. They 
are baseball fans, but not 
Cub fans or White Sox fans, 
and that’s what has driven 
them underground. They 
are dedicated to the proposi- 
tion that the St. Louis Browns 
shall some day rise again. 

This week, with American 
League baseball under way in 
such outlandish places as Bal- 
timore, Kansas City, Washing- 
ton and New York, a task 
force will travel from Chicago 
to the deserted home of the 
Browns, flaunting souvenir 
pennants, chanting the battle 
cry, “Are we downhearted? 
No, we're ¥ Brownhearted?” 
and bearing a floral wreath 
complete with ribbon declar- 
ing, “The Browns Will Rise 
Again.” 

A sense of delicacy has al- 
tered the original plan to lay 
the wreath on the grave of 
Chris Von Der Ahe, the sa- 
loon keeper who founded the 
‘Browns in 1881. Instead it 
will be affixed, probably 
under cover of night, to the 
door of what used to be the 
Browns’ office in Sportsman’s 
Park, now called Busch Sta- 
dium by infidels. 

Among the pilgrims will be 
Eddie Gaedel, the midget 
whom Bill Veeck smuggled 
‘into baseball for one turn at 
bat as a pinch-hitter for the 
Browns in 1951. . Batting for 
Frank Saucier, he drew a base 
on balls and was replaced by 
a pinch-runner. The Browns, 
naturally, didn’t score. Eddie 
is now a three-foot seven-inch 
messenger for the Daily Drov- 
ers Journal in Chicago. At 30, 
he is still young enough to 
‘help the Kansas City Athlet- 
ics. i 
Last Rites. 

HE St. Louis Browns fans 
T ot Chicago originated in 

the bleachers in Comiskey 
Park where the founding fa- 
thers went regularly to root 
against the home team. Be- 
cause the Browns required 
more rooting than other visi-

tors. they won a_ special 
affection. 
In those happy days Satchel 


Paige occupied the bull pen in 
front of the bleachers. He 
would gather pebbles, fire 
them accurately at Minnie Mi- 
noso, the White Sox center- 
fielder, and disappear behind 
the canvas wall of the bull 

n before Minoso could dis- 

-cover who was peppering his 
‘posterior. Other times he’d 
‘turn a fine spray aloft from 
the groundskeeper’s: hose and 
‘stand under this soft, refresh- 
‘ing shower in full uniform, 
. watching the game. 
‘ “You couldn’t hate a team 
‘with a man like that,” testifies 
‘Bill Leonard, corresponding 
‘secretary of the St. L.B.F.C. 

On the closing weekend of 
‘the 1953 season, 12 members 
‘went to St. Louis for the 
Browns’ last games. They had 
a .20-foot banner reading, 
“First Annual Tour, St. Louis 
‘Browns Fans of Chicago,” and 
many St. Louis Browns pen- 
‘nants. (The Comiskey Park 
‘concessionaire sold out his 
‘stock with almost vulgar alac- 
rity.) The Browns lost on 
‘Saturday night and again on 
‘Sunday afternoon. “We re- 
turned,” Mr. Leonard writes, 
“unsurprised and undaunted.”

To Plague G.O.P. in Campaign

TON April {2--In 
dismissing Edward J. Corsi 
from his post as immigration 
adviser, Secretary of State 
Dulles has stirred up a political 
hornets’ nest that go on buzzing 
right into the campaign of 1956. 

This is not just another se- 
curity case such as those that 
Dulles has ridden out during 
the past two years. The big dif- 
ference is that Corsi has a loyal 
political following. In other 
words he is not a defenseless 
bureaucrat tossed to the polit- 
ical wolves. 

First and foremost as a citizen 
of Italian origin he had made a 
distinguished name for himself 
in New York state. As the cli- 
max to a long career of public 


service he became former Gov. / 


Thomas E. Dewey’s industrial 
commissioner, a post he held 
from 1943 to the end of Dewey’s 
term in 1954 

those 11 years he es- 
tablished wide political contacts 
throughout the Republican or- 
ganization in New York. This 
was true particularly among 
citizens of Italian origin. The 
professional politicians who 
study these matters say that 
there is no group of voters today 
so cohesive as the Italian-Ameri- 
cans. This is one reason they 
are a powerful factor in many 
states and particularly the popu- 
lous states of the eastern sea- 
board. 


He Campaigned for Dulles. 


It was against this background , 
that Corsi, at Dulles’s invitation, 
came to Washington to try to 
break the red tape and the 
prejudice that have made it vir- 
tually impossible to bring in ref- 
ugees under the Immigration 
Act that had been supposedly 
adopted for that purpose. Corsi 
had campaigned for Dulles when 
the latter was running for the 
Senate in 1949. 


During that cam . Dulles, 
speaking at Geneseo in upstate 
New York, made statement

said in a speech: 

“If you could see 
people in New York 
up this bloc that 
my opponent, ou could see 
them with y own eyes, I 
know that you would be out, 
every last man and woman of 
you, on election day.” 

In response to indignant pro- 
tests Dulles said later that he 
had meant that you could tell 
there were Communists in the 
audience. But his Democratic 
opponent, Herbert Lehman, re- 
jected that explanation, saying 
it was obviously impossible to 
tell Communists from their faces 
in a crowd. 

Perhaps Dulles, who had 
something less than the popular 
political touch, would have lost 
in any event against the popular 
Lehman who had served as Gov- 
ernor of the state for 10 years. 
But this remark had a bad ef- 
fect on the Republican candi- 
dacy in New York City and it 
is being recalled today in con- 
nection with the Corsi contro- 
versy. 

Where Walter Fits In. 

What Corsi discovered in his 
three months in the department 
was a closed circuit that made 
any real speedup in the number 
of visas granted to refugees un- 
der the terms of the law diffi- 
cult if not impossible.

A. This year there will be about 50 million young-

Foundation, about 9 million will get the Foun- 


dation’s vaccine. There will be additional vac- 
cine available for others through their doctors. 


Q. How can you get the vaccine for your family? 
& 
A. Temporarily, at least, there will not be enough 


vaccine for everyone who wants it. The li- 


censed vaccine produced, over and above the . 


National Foundation’s supply, will be available 
through physicians. If you want your children 
or other members of your family to have the 
polio vaccine—consult your doctor. He can 
then make his need known to his supplier, 
thereby helping the licensed manufacturers to 
make fair and efficient distribution of the 
limited supply. 


The triumph in the making 


The polio vaccine was no sudden flash of discovery. It 
was, rather, the result of a concerted attack spear- 
headed over the years by the National Foundation with 
March of Dimes funds contributed by millions of gener- 
ous Americans. 


The search has embraced thousands of scientific tests 
and studies. At times the mission seemed endless. But, 
little by little, all the pieces of evidence about the 
elusive polio virus were fitted together to make a whole 
—and bring us this great moment in the drama of 
medicine. 


It takes about three months to make and test the 
vaccine: And the amount required for the 1954 field trial 
posed a tremendous problem in production. Parke-Davis’ 
laboratories had produced the first trial vaccine to sup- 


plement the original supply produced by Dr. Jonas E. 
Salk at the University of Pittsburgh forthe 1953 “pilot 
test.”And so, for the nationwide field trial in 1954, the 
National Foundation entrusted the vaccine production 
job to Parke-Davis and five other manufacturers. Work- 
ing closely with the National Foundation, Parke-Davis 
set the pace by producing a major portion of the field- 
test vaccine. 


Months ago the National Foundation took a calculated 
financial risk by contracting for the six pharmaceutical 
companies to produce the Salk vaccine even though its 
effectiveness was not known.

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He Made His Fame 
Making Fine Guns

HEN big-gamé hunters and lovers of fine rifles 

hear the name of Roy Weatherby, they stand at 
attention and face California, where Roy hails 
from. The name of Weatherby is to rifles what Rolls- 
Royce is to automobiles. The name is also somewhat 
synonymous with Horatio Alger and his career brings 
to mind the old saying about a better mouse trap. 

Roy was in town for -his annual visit the other day, 
and the occasion was one of high excitement in gun 
circles. He held court, so to speak, at Goodman’s 
Gun shop, and all day long there was a procession of 
big-game hunters and just ordinary sportsmen, wait- 
ing to touch the hem of his herringbone tweed jacket, 
and heft a couple of his rifles. 

As a matter of fact, I hefted one myself. The stock 
was of tiger-tail maple, inlaid with ebony and rose- 
— wood. The barrel was hand engraved and the over-all 
® effect was one of richness and fine workmanship. 
= When I asked the price, I promptly laid it down. It 
= was $675. ¥

% BUT THAT, it turns out, is just a medium sort of 
©. price for a Weatherby gun. 
= he is now finishing up a custom built job for the 
— Shah of Iran which will cost about $2000. It'll have

= $2000, Weetherby explained, there’s no more you can 

put into a gun, unless you want to inlay a few dia- 
= monds and rubies, and no one has ordered those yet. 
3 He has built five pretty expensive guns for Miguel 
= Aleman, fofmer President of Mexico. Big-name, big- 
game hunters in the film colony like Gary Cooper, 
John Wayne and Robert Taylor are Weatherby cus- 
tomers. 

Weatherby, who is 44 years old, has gained an inter- 
national reputation in gun circles in the short space of 
10 years. He was always nuts about guns, and when

he was a kid in Kansas he started shooting at jack- 
rabbits with a Daiy air rifle. The Daisy people heard 
about this not long ago, and they built a fancy replica 
of a Daisy of the period when he was a boy, and pre- 
sented it to him. 

He graduated to .22-caliber rifles, and finally to 
high-powered rifles. He moved to California and was 
making better than $10,000 a year in the insurance 
business, when he gave it up and started building 
guns, just to prove a point. His point was that high 
velocity, rather than heavy bullets, was the secret of 
killing big game more quickly and effectively. 


nk ® 


HE HAD BUILT a rifle in his garage to prove it. 
Then when he had tested it out, he wrote an article 
for a sporting magazine setting forth his theories. 
He started getting ‘letters from big-game hunters, 
who wanted him to build them such a rifle. 

So with a lathe and a drill press, he started build- 
ing fine guns by hand in the garage. He opened a 
sporting-goods store to try to make 4@ living, and 
many a day, he says, he prayed someone would just 
come in and buy a box of shells so he could buy a 
box of corn flakes. That was in 1945. 

In those days he built One rifle at a time with the 
help of one employe, an expert-machinist. He made 
up his mind then that he was never going to sacrifice 
quality and that he was going to make every gun the 
best gun human hands could make. 

Well, the results are really an old story, but none- 
theless it seems to always amaze people. Word got 
around, and hunters started beating a path to his 
door. Today, 10 years later, he has a new $200,000 
factory, 50 expert gunsmiths and a reputation for 

® turhing out one of the best guns in the world, com- 
&—peting with:the gunsmiths of Germany whoe have 
dominated the custom-gun picture for many years. BS 
x * 3 

WEATHERBYS HIGH VELOCITY THEORY re- & 
sulted originally from the fact that he is, as he puts 
it, a “tender-hearted guy who doesn’t like to see 
things suffer.” He used to go on coyote hunts in 
‘Kansas. and spend most of his time finishing off 
animals that other hunters had crippled. Every deer 
season, he point out, hunters wound innumerable 
deer that they never find. 

Whereas standard rifles depend on a Jarge bullet 

= traveling at a relatively slow speed to bring down a 
= big animal, Weatherby felt that the answer lay in a 
smaller bullet traveling at a much greater speed. The 
shock of impact would bring the animal down, no 
matter where it was hit. 

To prove his theory, Weatherby went to Africa 
and to the amazement of veteran big-game hunters, 
brought down elephants, lions and tigers at one shot. 

Since then. he has hunted big game all over the 
world—everything but polar bear, he says—and today 
his name is a by-word among men who know guns. 

In fact, he says, it is not uncommon for him to 
receive 15 to 20 long-distance calls a day from Cus- 
&° tomers in Alaska, India, Africa and Germany ordering 
* custom-built rifles. Customers from all over the 
= cotntry come to his factory at Southgate, Calif., to 
2 be fitted for rifles. 

: He has been written about in every sporting journal 
# in the world, yet he has never had a public relations 
* man, and refuses to have one. He figures that if you 
make a better product, fame, like business, just nat- 
® wufally.comes. All he wants is just to build good guns.

| Pork Products 
| Are Now in 
Good Supply

LTHOUGH it is spring we 
A are now profiting by the fall 
pig crop. This was so large 
that both fresh and smoked pork 
and products such as sausage 
and bacon are in good supply. 


Ham and bacon are often 
considered to be in a class by 
themselves. I was hardly sur- 
prised the other day to hear a 
girl say she didn’t like pork 
but she just loved ham. Besides 
the fact that ham has a distinc- 
tive flavor of its own that makes 
it popular and memorable, one 
of the reasons for her choice 
may have been that she was 
not acquainted with well-cooked 
fresh pork. ‘ 

A slice of ham, whether “ten- 
derized” or not, can be pan- 
broiled very quickly. Fresh pork 
needs a long, slow cooking. 
Chops should be well browned 
and during this process it may 
be necessary to pour off some 
of ‘the melted fat that accumu- 
lates in the pan. The chops may 
be seasoned before they are 
cooked or after they have 
browned. 

At this point the skillet should 
be covered and cooking contin- 
ued over a very low heat. If 
you like, a very small amount 
of water may be added. Pork 
can hardly be overcooked. When 
ready to serve the meat should 
be so tender that it can actually 
be cut with a fork. : 

You may like to finish the 
cooking in a tomato sauce. For 
this a diluted condensed soup 
or ready-to-use sauce, or well- 
seasoned canned tomatoes may 
be chosen. 

If the chops are simmered 
without a sauce, a delicious 
brown gravy can be made with 
the fat left in the pan after the 
chops have been removed.

Casement Window Troubles. 

HE two most common types 
T of windows in this country 

are the double-hung window 
where there are two sashes that 
move up and down and the case- 
ment where the sashes swing out 
on hinges. 

A double-hung window has its 
problems and so does the case- 
ment. One of the chief troubles 
with a casement window. is that 
the sash doesn’t want to move. 
If the sash is made of wood, this 
can be due to the fact that the 
wood has expanded somewhat 
from moisture. A light sanding

When a metal sash sticks or 
won't close tight, the trouble can 
often be traced to the fact that 
the house has settled a little and 
has twisted the sash frame. If 
the condition is not too serious, 
a little filing away of some of 
the metal will put the sash back 
into operation. 

Sometimes, however, the situ- 
ation is pretty bad and what you 
need then is a window expert. 
Some metal casement windows 
can’t be made to close tight and 
a simple remedy here is just to 
apply weather stripping.

Espionage Adventures of Allen Dulles 


He Once Refused to See Lenin; Got Top Nazi Secrets From German Agents in World War Il,

WASHINGTON, 

April 12 (INS). 
HE big door that leads into 
T the office of the United 
States Intelligence chief, Al- 
len Dulles, is figuratively never 
closed, despite the fantastic se- 
curity precautions that surround 
the Central Intelligence Agency. 

If Soviet Foreign Minister V. 
M. Molotov walked through the 
door one day and handed him 
a batch of secret Kremlin docu- 
ments, Dulles probably would 
not bat an eyelash. Dulles has 
learned in two World Wars that 
anything can happen in the 
shadowy world of espionage— 
and usually does. 

Dulles learned his first les- 
son the hard way when he was 
cutting his teeth on intelligence 
work as a young State Depart- 
ment Foreign Service officer in 
Switzerland in the first World 
War. A wild-eyed Russian ref- 
ugee who wore a spade beard 
and ranted about Marxism asked 
to see Dulles, but Dulles’s 
superior told him not to waste 
time with the fellow. 

A short time later revolution 
broke out in Czarist Russia, and 
Germany was able to rush re- 
inforcements to the Western 
Front that almost. lost the war 
for the Allies. 

The Russian refugee was back 
in his homeland, His name was 
Nikolai Lenin. 
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ULLES was never again to 
Diurn his back on a possible 

information source. And the 
decision paid big dividends for 
the whole Allied world when 
Brig. Gen. William J. (Wild 
Bill) Donovan organized the 
cloak-and-dagger Office of Stra- 
tegic Services in World War II 
and asked Dulles to return to 
Switzerland as European chief 
of OSS to spy on Germany. 

In the years between the two 
World Wars, Dulles had left the 
State Department and _ spent 
more than a decade in the New 
York legal firm of Sullivan and 
Cromwell, of which his brother, 
John Foster Dulles, was partner. 

Back in his old Swiss stamp- 
ing ground of cloak-and-dagger 
intrigue, Dulles set up offices in 
Bern's Herrengasse in an ancient 
fifteenth century building. An 
unostentatious card on the door 
announced: “Allen W. Dulles, 
Special Assistant to fhe United 
States Minister.” 

Dulles’s real mission—to set 
up intelligence contacts in Nazi 
Germany and the occupied coun- 
tries—was, of course, a dark se- 
cret. Although it was the hotbed 


tries, Switzerland was neutral, 
and spying illegal. Nevertheless, 
it was carried on by all the bel- 
ligerents under one guise or an- 
other. 

Dulles quickly established con- 
tacts with the anti-Hitler under- 
ground in Germany. Oddly 
enough, one of these -agents 
turned out to be Hans Bernd 
Gisevius, German vice consul in 
Zurich and a member of the 
Abwehr, Germany’s secret in- 
telligence service. 

Gisevius, among other im- 
portant secrets, unfolded to 
Dulles the elaborate plot that 
Was underway to assassinate

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Hitler with a bomb planted in 
his Eastern Front headquarters. 
Among the plotters was Field 
Marshal Erwin Rommel, hero of 
the Afrika Korps, and a host of 
top generals, admirals and other 
leaders who believed that unless 
Hitler was destroyed he would 
destroy Germany.

The man explained that he 
believed he could help Germany 
by bringing about the downfall 
of Hitler. He wanted no money 
or reward for his services. —

HUS was born what Dulles

Wood.” The German’s iden- 
tity had to be concealed, of 
course, so he was given the 
name of George Wood. 

This incredible arm thrust 
into the heart of the Nazi gov- 
ernment lasted until the end of 
the war. Altogether, “Wood” 
produced for Dulles 2600 classi- 
fied documents. And “Wood” is 
still alive. The Nazis never got 
him. 

From the documents, the 
United States was enabled to 
confirm it had correctly broken 
the Japanese code. 

United States troop convoys 
were saved from U-boat sinking. 

Dulles learned of the secret 
flooding: of the Belgian and 
Dutch coastal areas. 

His information on the Ger- 
man experimental rocket bomb 
center at Peenemunde enabled 
the Allied air forces to bomb it 
and set back the Nazi timeclock 
a vital six months. 

There were disclosures that 
Franco Spain was breaking a 
pledge to the Allies and ship- 
ping tungsten—vital to steel 
armor production—to Germany 
in orange crates, afd that the 
Nazis were operating a clan- 
destine radio station in the Ger- 
man Legation in Dublin, report- 
ing movements of Allied ship- 
ping. 

When the Germans tried to 
smuggle agents into Allied ter- 
ritory aboard a train repatriat- 
ing wounded POW’s. Dulles had 
the information to spot them. 

These were but a few of the 
Nazi secrets of war that Dulles 
gleaned from the heart of Hit- 
ler’s capital because once, years 
before, he had learned a lesson 
from a Russian revolutionary 
named Lenin.

NEW YORK, April 12 (INS). 
HEN the latest colored auto 
W tires pop up in dealers’ win- 
dows any day now, the 
women who want them and the 
men who have to pay for them 
can credit—or blame—a woman. 

She’s a quiet-spoken brunette 
named Marcia Gottschall, and 
she’s probably the only woman 
tire development engineer in 
the United States. 

It was Miss Gottschall who 
created the green, blue and 
brown tires now being put on 
the market, tires she believes 
will please women who want the 
family car to be stylish from 
windshield to hubcap. 

“T first suggested colored tires 
in 1949,” Miss Gottschall smiled. 
“But the company turned down 
the idea because it was felt the 
public wasn’t ready for it.” 

Miss Gottschall, who had her 
own ideas on the readiness of 
the public—meaning women—to

accept new products, shrugged 
her shoulders and went back to 
her laboratory in the Detroit 
plant of the United States Rub- 
ber Co. She waited patiently 
while color became more and 
more important in product styl- 
ing. Finally, when appliance 
makers announced colored stoves 
and colored refrigerators, Miss 
Gottschall turned to United 
States Rubber executives and 
said: “Now?” 

The company sald yes, and 
Miss Gottschall went to work 
designing and picking the colors 
for the new tires. 

“I started with green, because 
there are more green and blue 
cars than any other colors,” she 
said. “We'd make fake tire 
sides in different shades of 
green and then go try them 
against real cars in the parking 
lot. | 

“We must have propped those 
mock tires against 700 or 800 
cars before we picked the green 
that looked best with all body

paints. It’s a deep green that 
goes with light and dark greens. 

“Blue was the next color, and 
we decided on a deep blue. After 
that I made the brown, because 
I noticed there were so many 
beige, brown, yellow and pinkish 
cars in the new models—and 
brown goes well with all those 
shades.” . 

Miss Gottschall’s paint selec- 
tions were turned over to rubber 
experts, and the final result is 
a colored tire with the color 
vulcanized from the outside 
right through to the fabric. 

With a woman’s fashion in- 
stinct, Miss Gottschall kept a 
band of white sidewall on the 
colored tires. She explained: 

“The white makes a nice ac- 
cent and brings out the tone of 
the tire color—just the way 
white collars and cuffs do on 
suits.” 

Even though the colored tires 
will cost at least $70 each, Miss 
Gottschall thinks women will 
love them.

Father especially, when he 
gets home at night, can do a real 
kindness by not inquiring first 
about, not rushing right in to 
see, the baby. Some fathers very 
thoughtfully, after some prelim- 
inary play with the older child, 
will then ask, “How about show- 
ing me the baby?”

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AFTER studying a feather 
taken from the wing of a crane, 
a scientist reported that he 
found 650 barbs which made up 
the inner web of that feather. 
Each barb had about 1200 lit- 
tle barbs. If we count the outer 
web of the feather, as well as 
the inner web, we find that 
there were about 1300 barbs, 
and more than 1,500,000 bar- 
bules. 

Another scientist, Wil- 
liam Beebe, studied a wing 
feather taken from a pigeon. He 
estimated that this feather had 
990,000 barbules, or little barbs,
